Four factors which stand in the 
way of putting the vast construc- 
tion army to work are summariz- 
ed as follows:— 

1, Federal and Provincial re- 
luctance to spend money on con- 
struction. 

2. The inability of the munici- 
Palities through lack of credit to 
make any morc. 

3. The inability of private cor- 
perations and private individuals 
te obtain funds at reasonabic 
rates of interest. 

4. The lack of demond both for 
Private and governmental work 
which is a corollary of every de- 
Pression. 

“Another significant factor point- 
ed out by the Council is that for 
every dollar spent in the construc- 
tion industry approximately 82 cents 
goes toward labor 

“The ramifications of this indus- 
try are so far-reaching that it is 
difficult to find any major indus- 
try in the country not seriously af- 
fected by its prosperity or other- 
wise. It #llows that a collar spent 
in the construction industry is dif- 
fused through the whole fabric of 
udustry.

THE CALGARY BYE-ELECTION 

The Provincial Government has decided that 
mandatory provisions of the election law make 
necessary the holding of a bye-election to fill 
the vacancy in the legislature caused by the 
death of Mr. G. H. Webster, one of the Calgary 
members. The election is to be held accordingly, 
on January 15th. 

In making the announcement, Premier 
Brownlee stated that the Government will not 
be represented by any candidate in the contest. 
This presumably means that the Government 
and its members will preserve a neutral atti- 
tude, leaving it to the electors to choose which 
of the nominees they prefer for persona! or 
other reasons, without ministerial influence. 


ENCOURAGE PRE-PAYMENT 

Last January the city council gave Edmonton 
taxpayers the privilege of pre-paying their 
current taxes and thereby securing a small dis- 
count on their bills 

As a result there was paid into the city 
treasury $500,000 of the current year’s taxes, 
long:before the bills had been sent out, the rate 
struck, or the season of heavy expenditure had 
arrived. That amount of cash in hand so early 
in the year put council in a favorable position, 
eased the pressure on the city’s credit at the 
bank, and facilitated financial operations 
throughout the whole year. 

In all, 1179 taxpayers took advantage of this 
opportunity to save a fraction of their tax- 


money. Of these, 544 had tax bills amounting 
to less than $100 each. Of the others, 532 paid 
in sums ranging from $101 to $500. Thus 1076 
small and medium taxpayers shared in the 
benefit, along with 103 paying more than $500 
each. While taxpayers of all classes profited, 
those in the lower brackets were far more 
numerous. 


The opening of another year is at hand. The 
new council should be arranging a pre-payment 
plan, to open at the first of January. The sooner 
that is done, the larger the number of taxpayers 
who will be able to take advantage of it when 
the time arr and the more money will come 
into the treasury)

BUILD THE HIGHWAYS 


The Alberta Motor Association, meeting in 
Edmonton on Saturday, approved a resolution 
that work should be stopped on the Banff- 


Jasper highway project and money and man 
power concentrated on the completion of the 
trans-Canada highway around the Big Bend 
of the Columbia ri and the completion of 
the Jasper highway through the mountains to 
connect with the British Columbia highway 
which runs north from Kamloops to Blue River 
The resolution was moved by a Lethbridge 
man and seconded by a Calgary man 
This proposal is so eminently sensible the 
mystery is that any such resolution should be 
needed. What it suggests is in fact the obvious 
thing to do, was the obvious thing to do when 
the tightening depression began to throw large 
numbers of men out of employment and con- 
fronted the Governments with the necessity of 
providing work in the construction of roads. 
Why, with these two trans-mountain high- 
ways partly constructed, the Dominion launched 
the scheme of building a track along the crest 
of the mountains from Jasper to Banff, while 
doing nothing to speed the completion of the 
undertakings in hand, nobody has yet explained 
Whatever the purpose then, the continuance of 
that enterprise at the expense of neglecting the 
others is a sheer waste of public money and 
man power which should be stopped forthwith 
The fact, plain enough to everyone, is that 
the construction of the Banff-Jasper highway 
will “get us nowhere” in the working out of a 
system of mountain highways thet will be of any 
particular use or attraction to motor traffic. Phat 
the road on which federal money is being spent 
will be useable for any considerebie period in 
the year is questioned by those who know 
weather conditions among the high peaks of the 
Rockies. And at best it can afford only a one- 
way road which will allow a motorist to leay« 
the trans-continental highway at Banff, pro- 
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ceed to Jasper, turn around and go back over | 


his tracks. That is something no large propor- 
tion of motor tourists will do. 

What the completion of the Trans-Canada 
around the Big Bend, and the completion of the 
Jasper highway through the mountains, would 
mean to motorists, motor traffic, and to the 
country in consequence—does not need to be 
stated. One glance at the map is all the ex- 
planation anyone needs as to the alternative 
routes and circle trips that would. be opened up 
by the bridging of these two gaps. 

The nearest approach to an explanation of 
why the Banff-Jasper “goat track” was pro- 
jected has been that this lies wholly within the 
national parks, and expenditure is made there 
wholly under control of the federal authority, 
which supplies the money. The inference con- 
veyed is that difficulties might arise if the 
Dominion undertook to assist the construction of 
the inter-provincial highway through the Jasper 
pass, 

That assumption is far-fetched. If neces- 
sary the Governments of Alberta and British 
Columbia undoubtedly would, and certainly 
should, be willing to give the Dominion the 
equivalent to a “power of attorney” to proceed 
with the work and supervise the construction of 


those parts of the highway lying outside the 


park. That the provincial Governments would 
willingly join with the Dominion, as has already 
been done in the case of the Trans-Canada, in 
speeding up the Big Bend construction and com- 
pleting the Jasper highway as joint undertak- 
ings, goes without saying. 

If the present waste of money is to continue 
on the Banff-Jasper byway, while completion of 
these two trunk highways is left to the indefinite 
future, there is no possible question as to where 
responsibility will lie for that farcical procedure. 
The only reason these two trans-mountain roads 
are not completed now is tiiat the Dominion 
preferred to neglect them and spend its money 
on an undertaking that nobody particularly 
wants or would benefit from.

All Canada must have shuddered at that 
horrible story from Saskatchewan where a man 
and his wife are accused of murdering their 


child and attempting their own lives, rather 


than return to their former prairie home and 
apply for relief. 

The couple is said to have made an un- 
successful attempt to earn a living in Van- 
couver. Because they had not been domiciled 
there for a year, the law required that betore 
they could qualify for the relief dole, they had 
to return to their former prairie home. Des- 
perate at their failure, at the man’s inability to 
obtain employment anywhere, fearful of the 
winter rigors of the Canadian prairies and 
humiliated at being forced to return to their 
former home and confess their failure, they 
preferred to seek a violent death. 

It was a relief to lay the newspaper down 
and resume reading Hugh Cleland Hoy's book 
“40 O.B.” to which I referred a couple of days 
ago. “40 O.B.” was the room in which the Brit- 
ish Admiralty carried on its eavesdropping of 
enemy wireless during the war, supplying the 
army and navy and their allies with official 
news of Germany's intentions, as the secret 
messages were decoded by expert cryptograph- 
ers. 


Mr. Hoy who was secretary to the Director of 
Naval Intelligence during the war, was used on 
several important civilian missions where un- 
biassed reports of conditions were required. He 
describes one visit to the industrial midlands 
of England to find out the causes of unrest. It 
makes one wish that depression-crazed men 
and women might enjoy such plenty as he de- 
scribes. He says that every woman he saw on 
the streets looked like a Teddy Bear in her fur 
coat. Some of the women munition workers 
went to work in fur coats and wooden clogs. 
Workingmen with no knowledge of music, but 
with more money than restraint were buying 
grand pianos as a badge of prosperity. He tells 
of an overhead conversation on a train where 
two workmen were arguing the merits of their 
respective Chappell and Bechstein. The chap, 
who owned the Chappell floored the other's 
claims by saying “Whoi oi can see to shave in 
the front of my pianner.” 

A Birmingham music store dealer com- 
plained to him that he couldn't get more cubi- 
cles built for people to buy gramaphones and 
pianos. He took Mr. Hoy to see the queues out- 
side each cubicle waiting to get in. Says he: 

The noises competed with one another 
to make an incredible row. Silk-stockinged 
young things and elderly men seemed to 
form the chief customers, all waiting their 
turns 

“Table grands,” the manager explained, 
were selling faster than the makers could 
turn them out. 

In another munition town a lady of my 
acquaintance was shopping at a green- 
grocers, when several working girls came in. 
Owing to convoy difficulties and sinkings, 
the price of imported fruits had risen pro- 
hibitively. This shop boasted a fine display 
of fresh pineapples. My friend asked the 
price. When told they were half a guinea 
each she shook her head and said, “I'm 
afraid that’s more than I can afford.” 

As she left the shop she heard one of 
the munitionettes say, “I'll take one of them 
things mister, if you'll tell us ‘ow to cook 
iti” 

Must the young manhood of the nation 
march out to slaughter and be slaughtered be- 
fore people can obtain work and wages? One is 
entitled to wonder why nations that can create 
work and plenty for all when they need people 
to make munitions to destroy, can't or won't 
make prosperity® by the use of the national 
credit when there is none to kill or be killed? 


One interesting thing I must refer to before 
leaving “40 O.B,” because it is told for the 
first time and gives to an anonymous Ameri- 
can the credit for information thot saved France 
from collapse and affected the whole future 
course of the war. 

In the early part of 1916 before the British 
Territorials were ready to take the fie!d, there 
was great fear lest Germany might in a great 
offensive break the French line. It was known 
that preparati4ns were being made for such a 
great smash. Where was it to come? Marshal 
Joffre thought it would be toward Paris and 
withdrew troops and guns from Verdun to 
strengthen the Paris defences. 

One morning in late January an anonymous 
American presented himself at the British Ad- 
miralty. He had some difficulty in gaining the 
ear of the Director of Naval Intelligence. He 
had a strange tale to tell and conceded that it 
was incredible that he, an alien and a civilian, 
might have news of the greatest and most 
secret character. He said he had been in Warsaw 
on business and there had met a high German 
official. After dinner at the German  fficial’s 
home one night, when the wine was flowing, the 
German became talkative. He hinted that a 
great attack was pending that would completely 
finish France. 

“He told me,” said the American, “that 

he had just returned from attending a 

Courcil of the German General Staff at 

Berlin. He said that the Council was aware 

that its earlier mistakes could only be recti- 

fied by a terrific smash on the Western Front, 

“Von Falkenhayn,” the host continued, 
“has decided to strike the mightiest blow of 
the war, and crush France through Verdun” 

In his confidential mood the German 
official told of the date of opening attack 
and the number of troops that Germany 
calculated she would have to sacrifice to 
achieve her plan 

“That is all I know,” said the American. 

“It may be a hoax to get the French to move 

their troops to that part of the line. On the 

other hand it may be the truth. I can't say, 
but at least you know as much as I do. 

There was an initial question as to whether 
the American was bona-fide in his disclosure. 
It ended with the French War Council being 
put in immediate possession of the information, 
the British officials giving their opinion that 
the American was acting in good faith. Joffre 
recalled the troops and guns he had sent away 
from Verdun and commenced strengthening the 
position —still doubtful if the enemy intended to 
strike there. It was a relief to the High Com- 
mands when the army of the Crown Prince 
with seven hundred heavy guns commenced the 
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Tomorrow’s text selected by Rev. W. W. Eifert, St. John’s Lutheran Church, Trochu.

DIATHERMY—-NEW WAY TO APPLY HEAT 

Man has always used heat in the treatment 
of disease with results satisfactory enough to 
provide that this method of treatment would be 
retained. However, heat could only be applied 
on the outside of the body over the skin, or 
within ce cavities by means of the douche 
and enema, and in applying 
heat it was difficult to judge 
how deeply it would pene- 
trate and it was also impos- 
sible to control the exact 
degree of heat applied. 

With the invention of the 
diathermy by D'Arsonval, we 
gained one of the best means 
of applying heat when and 
whert desired and could for 
the first time easily control 
how much heat was used. 

The name diathermy means 
“heat through” and this ma- 
Dr. F. McCoy chine is now one of the most 
satisfactory means of applying heat to the hu- 
man body because it generates heat deep within 
the tissues. With the diathermy, an increase of 
temperature can be induced through any organ, 
limb, or part where it is wanted. 


Most patients thoroughly enjoy the diathermy 
treatment, as the only sensation felt is a com- 
forting, soothing warmth. I have often had 
patients protest when I told them they were well 
enough to require no further diathermy treat- 
ments, as they insist that of all the various elec- 
trical treatments they had been getting, they 
thought the diathermy was doing the most good. 

The value of the diathermy lies in the fol- 
lowing results: 1—It brings about an increased 
flow of blood through a part, which washes away 
wastes and impurities. If you will closely study 
the method used by Nature when she seeks to 
restore a tissue during injury or disease you 
will see that she causes a congestion of blood, 
which may appear to the eye as redness. By 
applying heat with the diathermy we have a 
man-made way of attracting an active flow of 
fresh blood which is greater than would other- 
wise prevail and which has a healing and cura- 
tive effect. 2—Heat assists in relieving pain; 
3—the heat treatment will provide better drain- 
age; 4—better nourishment is secured due to 
the nutritive elements being brought to the part 
in greater abundance. 

These benefits usually appear promptly and 
are obtained through the use of that form of 
diathermy which is called medical diathermy, 
in which a pad is applied on one side of the body 
and a second pad is applied on the other side 
and the current travels between them. This 
form may be of great value in the treatment 
of pneumonia, neuritis, chronic bronchitis, 
asthma, chronic arthritis and many other con- 
ditions. 

It has also proved satisfactory in the treat- 
ment without operation of chronic inflammation 
of the pelvic organs in women, in which case 
another attachment is used in addition to the 
pad. During an acute inflammation of the pel- 
vic organs there is thrown out an exudate which 
may not be entirely absorbed during healing 
but part of which may remain .to cause the 
formation of adhesions, made up of scar tissue. 
The scar tissue often binds the various organs 
and may affect the tubes, ovaries, and intestinal 
walls, in addition to tipping the uterus. Chronic 
inflammation may thus be responsible for much 
distress in women and it is gratifying to know 
that the correct use of diathermy has been found 
to bring an improvement in many cases. When 
used in addition to the fast the adhesions may 
be softened and there also occurs an absorption 
of the irritating wastes, which aids in restoring 
the parts more nearly to normal. Undoubtedly, 
many women now suffering from chronic wom- 
en's disorders could be greatly helped by 
diathermy. 

The second form of diathermy is called surgi- 
cal diathermy and concentrates the heat on a 
small metal point. It is entirely different from 
the first form and requires a totally different 
technique and there is no danger that you might 
get the surgical diathermy when you want to 
have the medical diathermy which diffuses only 
a soothing heat. Diathermy has only come into 
use in the last 22 years; it is reassuring to know 
that this treatment is now available for pro- 
ducing heat within the body and for furthering 
healing.

Editor, Bulletin: On Dee. 3 
last, John Blaney, age 58, of 
No. 2 Scenic Drive, a veteran 
of the South African war, the 
Zulu insurrection, the 
Great War, Was buried in the 
Edmonton Soldiers’ Plot. For 
the information of the public 
at large, No. 2 Scenic Drive is 
a dugout on the south bend of 
the Saskatchewan on the road 
to White Mud Creek. 

Denied a square deal, this 
man scorned this country’s 
charity, and dug himself in at 
No. 2 Scenic Drive, which while 
it might sound picturesque, 1s 
really rather desolate at this 
time of the year; anyhow, it 
can be truthfully said that for 
a number of years John Blaney 
lived from dugout to dugout. 

A few days ago, another re- 
turned soldier was buried.
